It Stanfis a Dry Hot Summer Better

Kohl-rabl, sometimes called the 
Turnip-rooted Cabbage, Is a vegetable 
seldom seen in our private gardens, 
though it is quite common in the mar¬ 
ket, where it is mainly purch.ased by 
the Qermans,, It is in opmnion culti¬ 
vation throughout Northern Europe, 
not only in gardens but as a field 
crop, it being an excellent^ food for 
cattle—as valuable as Buta-bagas, j 
and more easily raised, Kobl-rabi is 
a vai'iety of the Cabbage, in .which 
the stem swells out to form a sort of 
above-ground bulb, which, when 
young, is fleshy and tender, and re¬ 
garded by many as superior to any 
tariety of {iTurnip. The bulb of the 
older varieties is either globular, or 
strongly flattened above and below, 
being shaped like the early Tur¬ 
nips. There is a cluster of leave* 
above and a foot below. The bulb 
grows entirely upon the surface of the

THE BOHEMIAN IkOHL-RABI. 
“Above-ground Turnip.” The' exter¬ 
ior of the bulb is green,''or in some 
of the varieties purple. If used be¬ 
fore it gets too large, Kohl-rabi is a 
delicious vegetable, superior to any 
of the varieties of the Turnip. If al¬ 
lowed to get too old, it rapidly be¬ 
comes filled with' tough, strlng-llke 
fibres, which render it quite uneata¬ 
ble. 

• This form of the Cabbage Is 
thought to have originated In Ger¬ 
many; at any rate It was first intro¬ 
duced ' into ’■England ‘ from that coun¬ 
try, no longer ago than 1837, where 
It soon took an Important place a.s a 
farm crop in ^ome parts of that coun¬ 
try. In several of the counties of 
England Kohl-rabi is regarded as su 
pei’ior to Buta-bagas, or any other 
kind of Turnip, and the points in 
which it is superior are those which 
commend it to the attention of the far 
mer of this country. The great dlffl- 
eulty In the cultivation of the Ruta¬ 
baga is Its susceptibility to drouth, 
which even in so moist a climate as 
that of England often greatly dimin¬ 
ishes the yield. Another drawback 
is the many insects which attack and 
injure it. An eminent English agri¬ 
culturist writer says of Kohl-rabi. 
“It is the bulb of dry summers.” The 
greatest obstacle to the cultivation of 
root-crops in th^ country is the hot 
and dry summers, and farmers and 
dairymen should try Kohl-rabi, which 
looks like a root, but Is not one, aa a 
substitute. 

The catalogues give several varie¬ 
ties of Kohl-rabi differing in color 
and form of the bulb. We now pre¬ 
sent another new kind, the “Bohemi¬ 
an.” Our correspondent, Mr. J. Ped¬ 
erson, in Denmark, sends us an en¬ 
graving and a description of this new 
variety, from which we select the 
principal points. The engraving 
makes- an extended description un¬ 
necessary. Its peculiar shape is quite 
unlike that of the older sorts, and In 
weight the bulbs are more than twice 
that of any others. This has pro 
duced both green and purple sub-vari- 
•etles, Mr. Pederson highly commends 
thd use of Kohl-rabi for milch cows, 
stating that when fed In -moderation 
It does not affect the taste of the but¬ 
ter. He also commends this variety 
as a table vegetable, for which use it* 
should of course be taken while very 
young, before it becorhes filled with 
fibres. 


Temperance Brieflets. 

Henry Ward Beecher once said:

If the amount of money invested 
in the liquor traffic were placed in 
seven other legitimate channels of 
trade it would employ ■443,275 
more men than are at present' em¬ 
ployed In the manufacture of 
liquor. Would this help solve our 
labor problem. 

■^Icohol is a poison, and cannot 
he taken into the bdciy even in the 
smallest doses without doing in¬ 
jury. The W. 0 . T. U. haVe been 
demonstrating incontrovertibly 
that root beer contains a certain 
percentage of alcohol, even thougli 
many thluk it is harmless. 

Eighty-flve per cent, of the crim¬ 
inals iu our jails are brought there 
through strong drink. What does 
this mean? That if they had left 
drink alone they would not be 
there J if there had been no saloons 
they Would not be there, and ii we 
had no saloons we would not need 
so many jails. Logical, isn’t it? 

A prominent New York liquor 
dealer said nob long ago: “I api 
against any law that interferes 
with my business.” This shows 
the true position of the liquor 
men. They are gaining in power, 
and the time may come when it 
won’t be as easy to say to them 
“Stop,” as it is at the present 
moment. Let us be wise in time. 


Thunder Worse Than the Roar of a 
Battle. 

If you have never seen a niountaln 
thunderstorm at an elevation of 7,000 
.feet or more, you have missed an ex¬ 
perience that will add gray hairs to 
your head. Hera is the story of a 
storm among nature’s massive senti¬ 
nels upon whom it left a lasting im¬ 
pression: 

“To me, a thunderstorm hack East 
held no speoial terrors, and frequent¬ 
ly I have been out in such a demon¬ 
stration without feeling any especial 
nervousness. 

“Up here on the Rocky Mountains 
things are different, and I confess 
now to live in an awful abject terror 
notwithstanding the fact that so far 
the storms have In every instance ex¬ 
cept one gone around or beneath us 
without even raining enough to wet 
the ground. But it is the ‘going around 
and beneath’ that gets into my nerves. 
In the first place, imagine what it is 
to be one and a half miles nearer a 
rip-roaring thundestorm than one is 
‘back home.’ There you have occa¬ 
sional flashes of lightning; here it is 
one continuous, dazzling, awe-inspir¬ 
ing perfonmance. The lightning 
strikes, too, for it is no uncommon 
thing during a storm to hear the 
rocks splintering and cracking where 
one especially 'vigorous bolt has 
landed. 

“Add to this nerve-racking exhibit 
the most awful detonations of thun¬ 
der that you can imagine and a 
‘sti-aight-blowing’ wind . that some¬ 
times makes the flaps of your tent 
play a ragtime melody, and you have 
.some idea of a mountain thunder¬ 
storm; The thunder is worse than 
the sound of a mighty battle. ,It 
bangs up against the mountain side 
and reverberates and rolls off into one 
ear-splitting concussion after another 
until you, lying quaking in your tent, 
fully believe that the next ‘boom’ will 
split mountain and valley in twain and 
land you In China or some other sea¬ 
port town. 

“I lay one night and with chatter¬ 
ing teeth counted five distinct thun¬ 
derstorms come up to the edge of the 
plateau on which my tent stands and 
each time go through with an electri¬ 
cal performance that would give Tom 
Edison a dumb ague, and through It 
all not a cupful of water fell on my 
tent. 

These electrical displays are not 
seemingly much dreaded by the people 
who_ live in high altitudes. They com¬ 
fortingly declare that a tornado or 
cyclone Is unknown in the mountains.” 
—Philadelphia Press.

Heeling-in Trees. 

When you get trees from the nurs¬ 
ery, do not plant them hurriedly. Heel 
them in, choosing a dry, sheltered 
place; open a trench, lay In the trees, 
in an Indlued position so that the 
tops will protect one another looking 
to the labels, that none may be lost 
or misplaced; coyer, the roots well 
with soil, leaving no air spaces, using 
enough earth to shed water. The 
trees here will be much better off than 
if planted out In cold soil, to bo 
whipped about'by the drying winds.

Population of State. 

Among those who have behn in¬ 
terested in what has appeared re¬ 
cently in the Maine newspapers 
concerning the bulletin of the 
census bureau iu regard to the 
growth of Maine has been Maj. 
Chas. J. House, chief clerk in the 
labor department. The nature of 
Maj. House’s work in the depart¬ 
ment has been such that he has al¬ 
ways had an interest in the sub¬ 
ject of Maine’s growth, both as re¬ 
gards to population and wealth, 
Previous to the taking of the 
census of 1890 he mad^ an estimate 
of the population of the State, 
which proved.to be almost exact. 
With what the actual count of what 
the census bureau showed the 
exact figure to be. In making that 
estimate the major took as his 
basis, the census of 1880 and work¬ 
ed from that. | 

Since the talk of the past few i 
days concerning the growth of the j 
State began he has been doing a i 
little figuring on the subject and I 
now gives it as his estimate that ] 
the population is iu excess of 
700,000, to be exact the figures as 
worked out 'o.y him, are 713,428. 

In making these calculations 
Maj. House started with the cen¬ 
sus of .1900, and the total number 
of school children and polls in the 
State. In 1900 the cenbU.y gave 
Maine a total population of 694,466, 
and the Stale assessors’ report for 
the same year gave the totaj. num¬ 
ber of school children and polls iu 
Maine as 403,880. This when 
figured out showed that each child 
within the school age or each poll 
represented 17,195 of t&e total 
population, That was his ratio for 
working out his present estimate. 
This last estimate is, of course, 
based upon the State assessors’ re¬ 
port of last year, 1903, which gives 
the total number of school children 
and polls in Maine as 414,908.

ORIGIN OF LEGAL CUSTOwTsT^ 

Jury System, from the Vikings, Is a 
Thousand' Years Old. 

When- a|’mur.derei’ is executed a 
black fla^is often run up. The ma- 
jo.rlty of people construe this into a 
sign of mourning, but it is nothing of 
the sort. In olden times it was custo¬ 
mary for those besieging a city to run 
up a blade flag after a period, which 
gave the dei’enclers to understand 
that the time-for mercy was past, and 
that destruction was at hand. In the 
fourteenth century this came to be 
applied to the law also, it then being 
useful for the black flag to be un¬ 
furled before the execution took place, 
to show that destruction was about to 
be carried out 

A great many of our legal customs 
date from the time of the Romans, 
the great makerf of laws. With' Ro¬ 
man orators it was a point of etiquette 
never to put pressure on a client to 
exact fees, due, the reason being that 
the orators were supposed to work for 
nothing and the fees given were mere¬ 
ly a .reward for services rendered. So 
a lawyer to-day cannot exact his fees 
by pressure without in.juring his repu¬ 
tation, bec-ause be, like the orators of 
old, is supposed to .YVork for nothing. 

The law only mourns when the judge 
wears a black cap, and some are very 
doubtful as to whether the black, cap 
is really a sign of mourning after all. 
As a matter of fact, a black cap is part 
of'’the state dress of an English or 
Canadian’ judge, to be worn on great 
ooaions. But to cover the head al¬ 
ways has been a sign of mourning 
from time Immemorial. To pjove 
this, the reader w ill.-iL.he seafclies 
the 15th chapter of the Second Book 
of Samuel carefully, find the follow- 
' ing passage: “David wept, and had 
his-head covered.” So it may he said 
that ■‘the black cap really is a sign of' 
mourning. 

A prisoner is tried by twmlve of his 
fellow-countrymen. This custom is a 
thousand years old, and we get it 
from the Vikings. The Abkhigs divid¬ 
ed their country up into cantons, 
which were sub-divided -into twelve 
portions, each under a chieftain. When 
a malefactor was brought to justice 
it was usual for each chieftain to se¬ 
lect a man from the district over 
which he ruled, and compel him to try 
the prisoner, the verdict of these 
twelve men being declared by the 
judge to be final. 

The wig is only worn by English 
barristers to give tliem a .stern, judi¬ 
cial appearance, 'and no one can say 
that it fails in this respect. Tlie cus¬ 
tom was originated by a French judge 
in the s§,venteenth century when, 
happening to don a marquis’ wig one 
day, he found it gave him such a 
stern and dignified appearance th.at 
he decided to get one for himself and 
wear it at .all times in court. Thi.s he 
did and the result Was so satisfactory 
from a legal point of view that not 
only judges but barristers also took up 
tlm custom throughout Europe. 

Lightnirig Photography; 

Instantaneous photography by natu¬ 
ral lightning is the latest: curiosity of 
atmospheric phenomena. During a 
shooting competition at Font, In the 
Canton Vaud, the other day, the grand 
stand was struck by' lightning, and 
twenty-five persons received shocks, 
from which, however, they sustained 
bfit little physical injury. One most 
singular effect, hoV^ever, remained. 
Every person who had felt the elec¬ 
tric shock had, photographically 
stamped, either upon the back, the 
face or the arms, the reflection of

Concernfiig the .Hog HoubO. 

The Indiana Farmer has. published 
designs of good^hog houses, ■whieh is 
an important matter to breeders 
especially who desire the best results,' 
Mr, James Fisher of Wisconsin sug¬ 
gests some points on this matter that 
are valuable, as follows: , 

"a hog house with all uP-to-date 
plans, containing feed, Tvater and 
bedding, and pen alley, and drive¬ 
way, all under one roof Is nice to con¬ 
template, hut I have never yet seen 
one built on this plan that gave the 
owner the profit and the hog the com¬ 
fort and sanitary conditions that' a 
‘ hog must have to main'taih good 
health. Sunlight and good^ventilation 
are far more profitable than one of 
these fancy hog houses built for the 
owner’s convenience, instead of the 
hog’s comfort and heajth. The build¬ 
ing with low ceiling and double ro’w 
of pens is generally damp and foul 
smelling. Sunlight In the sleeping 
rooms and feeding places is the first 
thing to think of. A house for hogs 
should be so constructed that they can 
he fed away from the nest. Farrow¬ 
ing pens and accommodations I deem 
superior to other requisites, I like 
the feeding, floor outside, where the 
sunlight can get at it, surrounded by 
a tight fence of upright boards three 
and one-half feet high. It afforde 
shelter from the cold winds. 

We hear much about sunlight and 
venttilation h our stables, and it is just 
as essential in the hog-pens. Shut 
out sunlight and fresh air and there 
Is no feeder so skilled in feeding or 
compounding a ration that he can ob¬ 
tain best results. 

Warm Breakfast for Fowls. 

The o'vvner of a flock of hens will 
’ And no provision more profltable than 
aVarm breakfast for the fowls during 
the winter. The warm food stimu- 

* lates them, diffuses an agreeable and 
’ wholesome warmth through their 

bodies, and tones up their digestive 
^ organs. To keep hens laying profita¬ 
bly during the winter, requires very 
judicious management, and a warm 
! breakfast is a necessary part of it. 

• The breakfast is best made of boiled 
; vegetables, mixed with corn meal, 

J oat-mieal, bran or shorts. AH should 

be fed, either together or separately, 
each for two or three mornings at a 
! time. Feeding together Is the better. 

. and the corn-mieal must be fed spar¬ 
ingly. The greater the variety the 
better. Season the food with salt and 
pepper as you would your own food. 

' tt is a common fault to make this 
food sloppy—it should contain just 
, enough moisture to hol’d it together. 
The warm breakfast is not to take the 
place of milk or meat, and green food. 

■ A good way to feed the meat is to 
, boll it with the^breakfast. Nor is tho 

supply of gravel, crushed bone or oys¬ 
ter, shells, etc., to be dispensed with. 
Ice-cold water inust not he given after 
a warm meal,'“nor at any time. 

Advantages of Small Breeds of Fowl*. 

Though small in size, the Leghorns 
and Hamburgs grow rapidly and ma¬ 
ture early. It requires some time be¬ 
fore a large fowl attains its full size. 
The advantage of the small breed’s is, 
that they permit us to make a “short 
cut’’ to the laying point, though they 
may be deficient in weight. So far aa 
th,e cost is concerned, it has been de¬ 
monstrated that it requires no more 
food for a large fowbthan a small 
one, compared with the product. That 
is, we can produce as many pounds 
of Leghorn meat as we can of Cochin 
meat with the same proportion of 
food, but in laying quBlities the small 
breeds are superior, as they are usual¬ 
ly ponsibters, and lay large eggs. An¬ 
other advantage with them is that, 
being small, a larger number can be 
kept together, as they require less 
room on the roost. Being active, they 
do not become excessively fat, and if 
allowed to run at large they will pick 
up a large proportion of their food 
during favorable seasons. Being usu¬ 
ally clean-legged, they are not as sub¬ 
ject to scabby legs as the Asiastics, 
and If kept warm In winter they lay 
about as well during the cold seasons 
as In summer. 

Plowing After Grain Is Cut. 

I believe we gaiui^'a great advan¬ 
tage by plowing as soon as possible 
After the grain is cut, as there is very 
little weed seed that has ripened at 
that time and 1 have never knorwri 
any seed to mature after this early 
plowing. Other advantages are gain¬ 
ed thereby. If a fellow wishes to 
sow fall grain he can prepare tho 
ground a great deal better, It will 
lirtlrT more mnfstnrfi and the land will 
be ready any time he wishes to sow 
the seed. It is to our advantage to 
plow early, as otherwise the ground 
is so hard that It is nearly imposslblo 
to plow. I would prefei’ to plow any 
time before it freezes up In the win- j 
ter in preference to waiting until 
spring, for at that time there Is al¬ 
ways plenty of work to do.

PIGS AMP epRM, 

Whole Ration of Corn is Not the 
Cheapest. 

* Corn ’Will always be the leading 
pig finisher, but it can never, fed 
alone, be the food to develop young 
hogs. A: whole ration of corn is not 
the 'cheapest ration either, writes 
Forrest Henry in N. W- Agriculturist, 
When you are trying to grow piggy 
on corn alone, you are trying to make 
bone out of material that is poorly 
adapted for the purpose and conse¬ 
quently you have a poor weak frame 
at a big expense. I find nothing-bet¬ 
ter or cheaper than wheat shorts as 
a supplementary feed. It is ground 
and readily mixes into a slop, it is ap¬ 
petizing and helps to grow a strong 
framework. If succotash (wheat and 
oats mixed) is ob^inable, when 
ground it makes a very good substi¬ 
tute. ' It cannot, ho’vyeVer, be fed safe¬ 
ly to small pigs, I sometimes get bar¬ 
ley that Is of a low grade and sells 
at a low price, have it ground and 
mix It with the shorts. This helps 
out the shorts and saves buying, 1 
can nearly always,' however, sell the 
barley '■for enough to buy the shorts, 
and I prefer them to any considerable 
amount of barley. A few pumpkins 
or squashes Iq their season do won¬ 
ders for the pig in keeping him thrif¬ 
ty and giving him a good appetite. 
In fact a pig will eat almost anything 
on the farm and relish it and do the 
better for the variety. Try giving 
him a clean feeding floor for a vari¬ 
ety if he has been accustomed to a 
filthy one, aud see how much better 
he will relish his meals. If he has 
been obliged to sleep in a mud hole, 
give him a dry clean nest and see if 
he will not profit by* it. We will 
have to take less money for our pork 
the coming year than we #ave been 
getting the past two years, therefore 
it stands the pig raiser In h.'ind to do 
his’ utmost to produce pork more 
cheaply, and I know of no better way 
than to feed the pig a greater variety 
of feed and give him better care. 

Repairing Girdled Trees. 

Young fruit trees, especially apple 
trees, girdled by mice and rabbits are 
seldom so badly injured as they ap¬ 
pear to be. Unless the inner bark is 
completely gone, Jhey, with proper 
treatment, ,will recover. Make a mix¬ 
ture of stiff clay and cow manure, 
beating well, to form a stiff plaster, 
adding water,'if needed. A thick, 
am’ple coating of this is placed over 
the wound, completely covering it, 
and is wrapped around with old bag¬ 
ging or other coarse fabric. The chief 
object of this is to keep the whole 
moist while nature heals the wound. 

In a dry time it is well to wet the 
bandages, etc. As the supply of, sap 
is largely diminished by the wound, 
the head of the’ tree should be reduced 
by cutting back the branches. If the 
wound is very severe, > it is some¬ 
times bridged over by the use of 
large cldns,, one end inserted under 
the bark below and the- other .end 
about the wound. Unless a tree is 
large and especially valuable, it will 
rarely pay to be at this troube. Bet-' 
ter replace the injured tree by an¬ 
other of the same size and age. 

Grade Rifls for Pork. 

It is a well-atfested fact that grade 
animals, and especially the first 
cross, are superior to the full-blooded 
animals from which they have derived 
their excellence. The.superior quali¬ 
ties of the thoroughbred are intensi 
fled by the vigor of the “native,” and 
the result is offspring of unusual ex¬ 
cellence; but these grade animals can¬ 
not transmit their qualities .to off¬ 
spring of their own. Swine are no 
exception to this general rule, and 
the very best and most profitable pigs 
we ever reared and fattened, were 
grades or half-bloods produced from 
choice native sows and thoroughbred 
boars of either Berkshire, Yorkshire - 
or Chester White, the choice of breed ■ 
depending greatly on the kind of pork 
we desired, whether for home use, for 
a large proportion of fat, or for heavy 
pork.—American Agriculturist. 

Lifting a Post. 

A convenient and sensible imple¬ 
ment, for taking up fence posts, con¬ 
sists of a stout pole of the size and 
shape of a wagon tongue.
